The East Jordan School District 
will not hire a new high school prin- 
. Cipal this year, but appoint an interim 
principal from the staff to fill the spot 
left empty by Gus Bishop. 

“We are incredibly fortunate in 
East Jordan to be in a position with a 
veteran and talented staff at the high 
school, and because of the nature of 
that staff we're going to be very com- 
fortable with the utilization of an in- 
terim,” superintendent Chip Hansen 
said. 

The district received 18 applica- 
tions for the job and interviewed two 
candidates: Don Everhart, an assis- 
tant principal at Alma High School, 
and Deann Jenkins an assistant prin- 
cipal at Pinconning High School. 

Hansen said the district would 
have been comfortable hiring 


Everhart, but the candidate decided 
to stay at Alma where he has been 
promoted to principal. 


“It's pretty tough when you get 
started in July,” Hansen said of the 
hiring process. Next spring will hope- 
fully insure a stronger and more 
qualified candidate pool, he said. 

“We are just really fortunate to 
have a talented faculty and staff and 
be in a position where we can afford 
to wait,” Hansen said. 

The interim principal has not yet 
been named. 


After five years as principal, 
Bishop stepped down to become full- 
time director of curriculum and in- 
struction for the district, a job he pre- 
viously administered on a part-time 
basis.

Boyne City has struggled for years 
trying to find acceptable solutions to its 
facilities needs. 

While not as long in terms of time, 
Boyne Falls has also been trying to solve 
its building needs which are every bit as 
critical as Boyne City’s. 

But even though their struggles are 
similar, and only a few miles separate 
them, so far there has been no discus- 
sion between the two districts about 
working for a common solution. 

The topic, for whatever reasons, has 
been taboo. 

But maybe now is the time for that 
discussion to begin. 

Boyne City has watched building 
proposal after building proposal go down 
to defeat. And just recently, Boyne Falls 
voters, by only four votes, turned down a 
proposal for $6.2 million to build a new 
school. 

Both districts are now back to the 
drawing board trying to figure out what to 
do next. Boyne City is working with Beta 
Design in an attempt to come up with yet 
another proposal voters might support. 

The Boyne Falls schoo! board will meet 
with the community Aug. 13 to discuss 
why the proposal failed and what options 
lie ahead. 

No review would be complete without 
the two school boards and community 
members sitting down and at least having 
a discussion about what common ground 
might exist. 

Everyone always says we have to do 
what's best for students. fs it in the 
students’ best interests not to even talk 
about possible consolidation?

The Boyne City Educational Facilities 
Committee met July 30 with BETA Architects and 
continued the effort to resolve solutions to our 
schools’ space problems. Twenty-one persons 
participated with valuable input. Ira Breneman 
was hospitalized and unable to be there. “Get well 
soon Ira.” 

BETA presented a revised, updated set of 
plans for Configuration “D”, ( K-5 elementary, 6-8 
middle, and 9-12 high school). A lot of discussion 
ensued about the elementary site plan and where 
the additions would best be located to be a 
functional floor plan and still have an acceptable 
impact on the outdoor play ground space. 

It was decided that on the day of the next 
meeting (Aug. 13) we will meet at the elementary 
site and stake-out the four choices for addition 
locations to get a first hand feel for how they will 
fit on the site. 

The middlé school plan for configuration “D” 
is taking shape nicely on paper: and BETA will 
make a few refinements to that floor plan and site 
plan. The 9-12 high schoo! plan got its share of 
discussion this time; and an auditorium/band room 
addition was presented for the first time. BETA 
will take discussion input home and make adjust- 
ments to the science wing addition, the remodeled 
technology/shops wing, and the new auditorium/ 
band wing addition. 

BETA also presented adjusted plans for 
configuration “G” (K-3 elementary, 4-5 upper 
elementary at the middie school, a new 6-8 junior 
high building, and 9-12 high school). Two 
significant factors became very evident. First, the 
existing elementary building would need no 
additions or remodeling, only some ventilation,

electrical and Mooring updating. Second. the 
proposed new 6-8 junior high building and 
outdoor facilities would be a very tight squeeze 
onto the existing available land space. A subcom- 
mittee was formed to study the building spaces 
and sizes needed for the 6-8 building; and also to 
compile an inventory list of all out-door land 
space needed (examples: football stadium, 
baseball, softbal}, soccer, and practice fields, 
playgrounds, parking lots, etc.). 

A third configuration was introduced; that of 
K-3 elementary, 4-5 upper clementary. 6-8 ina 
new wing addition to the 9-12 high school. This 
differs from plan “G” by eliminating the new 
separate junior high building and making a new - 
wing addition to the high school with the space 
and cost economy of having some shared facilities 
and services. BETA will take a look at this 
proposal and return on Aug. 13 with a preliminary 
plan. 

BETA presented a calendar outline for the 
steps necessary to lead up to a millage election, 
and a March 1999 election will be achievable and 
has become the committee’s goal, It means that we 
need to resolve the CONFIGURATIONS and 
PLANS choices this OCTOBER. These choices 
will be presented to the public in the form of a 
survey; the results of which will guide the 
committee and the school board in their decisions 
for a bond proposal. 

Stick with us on this problem with school 
spaces, and share your thoughts with us. Join us at 
the next meeting on Aug. 13th. We will mect at 
6:30 p.m. at the elementary schoo} 1o stake out the 
proposed additions. See you there.

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Boyne DDA invites comments 
on design of river boardwalk 


The proposed boardwalk along 
the Boyne River will be the topic of 
a special meeting of the Boyne City 
Downtown Development Authority 
Thursday, Aug. 6. 

All businesses, residents, clubs, 
and organizations with an interest in 
the boardwalk are encouraged to at- 
tend. The meeting begins at 7 p.m. 
and will be held in city commission 
chambers at Boyne City City Hall. 

Connie Pulcipher of Beckett 
and Raeder Inc., will lead the meet- 
ing. Beckett and Raeder, an Ann Ar- 
bor landscape, planning and engi- 
neering firm, was recently selected 
by the Boyne City Downtown Devel- 
opment Authority to design the 
boardwalk. 

Pulcipher will serve as project 
manager for the boardwalk project. 
She also worked with the DDA when 
it was developing its comprehensive 
long-range plan two years ago when 
she worked for Johnson, Johnson and 
Roy. 


Boyne City 
street work 
bid awarded 
to C.H. Smith 


C.H. Smith Company, Inc., was 
awarded the construction contract for 
Boyne City’s street projects, with a 
bid of $258.711, at last week's com- 
mission meeting. 

Resurfacing and the replacement 
of some water mains, sewers and 
storm sewers will be completed on 
one block of Park Street from Pine 
to Cedar, on Second Street between 
Terrace and Division streets, and on 
Division Suet from Second to Pleas- 
ant. Park Street will also be widened. 

Construction was expected to 
begin Tuesday. 

Other work being done in the 
city includes some curb construction 
on Ray Street from East to Lake 
streets. 
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“This is an informational and 
issues meeting,” said Boyne City 
planning director Tim O’Leary.-Per- 
sons with concerns, questions or sim- 
ply interest are encouraged to attend 
and give input to the project at this 
early stage of the design phase.” 
The boardwalk, as it is currently 
proposed, will be built along the river 
from Lake to Park Street. From Lake 
Street it will run on the south side of 
the river, then cross on a footbridge 
to the north side. 

Among the issues that will be 
considered in the boardwalk’s design 
will be how it connects to the down- 
town retail areas, how it connects 
with Old City Park and Veteran's 
Park and how it may link to a pos- 
sible future trail system throughout 
the city. 

The design will also include 
plans for improvements along the

south side of the river from the point 
the boardwalk crosses the river to 
Park Street. 

The DDA currently has 
$175,000 plus a $45,000 Coastal 
Zone Management Grant set aside for 
the design, engineering and construc- 
tion of the boardwalk. When it sells 
the property it owns on the corner of 
East and Water streets, across from 
the Dilworth and next to Mather’s 
Ford, it will put that money toward 
the boardwalk project. 

Depending on the availability of 
funds and the cost to build the board- 
walk, the project may be done in 
phases. 

The DDA had hoped to begin 
construction of the boardwalk this 
summer, but itencountered problems 
securing easements along the river 
which has pushed back the start of 
the project. 


The demonstration site is located on Lake Louise in eastern 
Charlevoix County. To get there from Boyne Falls, take the 
Thumb Lake Road (C-48) for about 9 miles, turn left (north) on 
Magee Road and trave! about 1.2 miles to Stafford Road and 
turn left (west). Stafford Road is gravel and winds through the 
woods -- just follow the signs across the bridge to Homer 
Island. The site is the second home on the left (a log cabin).
